The Next Step in the Controversy With 
the Little Republic. 


AN OFFICIAL REPORT ON THE VALPA- 
RAISO OUTRAGE. 


No Dispatches Received From Egan To- 


Day—What Police Surveillance of the 
American Legation Means—Massing 
Ships.in South American Waters— 
Cruisers to Sail From Frisco. 


WasHtncTor, D. C., Dec. 23.—So far as can 
be learned no dispatches from Minister Egan 
have been received to-day. Information 
the Chilian situation is not obtainable at the 
state Department. i 

It was regarded as probable last night that 
the President would to-day send a special 
message to Congress laying the whole Cnilian 
situation before that body, suggesting what 
in his opinion, the future course of the United 
states should be. But the House met and ad- 
journed to-day without receiving any com- 
munication from the executive branch of the 
Government. 

It is probable that the President will take 
no further step until the State Department 
receives Official information of Chili’s action 
on Judge Foster’s report. 

The press cablegram from Valparaiso an- 
nouncing the conclusion of the judicial in- 
guiry into the murder of the Baltimore’s 
sailors gives no indication of what the action 
of the Chilian Government will be in the 
matter. The question hinges entirely on the 
decision of the judge, who has yet to pass 
upon the evidence, andthe disposition of the 
Montt Cabinet tocarry out the court’s con- 
clusions. 

The statement from Santisgo that Minister 
Matta refuses to withdraw the police sur- 
veillance of the American Legation is re- 
garded as evidence that the Chilian authori- 
ties feara mob may attack the embassy if 
left unprotected.

Cotton Crop Failure Involves a Eank— 
Business Troubles. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., Dec. 23.—The Bank of 
Greenville at Greenville, Miss., suspended 
yesterday. The first intimation of the sus- 
pension was this notice posted on the door of 
the bank: 

Closed by order of the Chancery Court of Washing- 
ton County. The bank is in the hartds of a receiver. 

The shock of this intelligence was great. 
When it reached the Circuit Court, then in 
session, the attendant counsel told the pre- 
siding judge that this failure was sucha 
calamity that no one present was in any con- 
dition to transact business, and court was 
adjourned at once. It is feared that this is 
but the predecessor of other misfortunes, all 
the result of the depression in cotton. United 
States Senator White, representing the Whit- 
ney National Bank of New Orleans and other 
creditors, was in Greenville yesterday. 
President Pollock has been appointed re- 
ceiver. The liabilities are stated at $500,000. 
The assets are more than that amount, 
among which is $750,000 in first mortgage 
Washington County real estate and county 
securities to the amount of $150,000. 

The failure is due to successive overflows 
entailng short crops, and to the low price of 
cotton. Itis a well known fact thatthe bank 
has been the nancial bulwark of the entire 
county, the wealthiest in this State for years. 
The utmost sympathy is expressed for Presi- 
dent Pollack, whose ability and integrity 
are distinguished. The banks of this city ex- 
press the belief, based on personal knowl- 
edge, that the creditors will be paid in full. 
Nevertheless the biow is a heavy one, the 
bank’s operations being by no Means con- 
fined to Washington County. The bank was 
the first ever established in Greenville. De- 
tailed lists of the creditors have not been re- 
ceived, but the Whitney National Bank is un- 
derstood to be the largest creditor. The Han- 
over Bank of New York andthe Whitney of 
New Orleans are also creditors.

ALLKANSAS MOURNS 


The State Capital Draped With Funeral 
Black. 


SENATOR PLUMB’S REMAINS RECEIVED 
WITH PROPER HONORS. 


Crowds Thronging to Topeka to Do the 
Last Mournful Duty to the Dead—Im- 
pressive Ceremonies onthe Arrival of 
the Train at the State Line—A Testi- 
mony to Worth. 


ToPreKA, Kan., Dec. 23.—A bright, beauti- 
ful morning dawned uponthe capitol city of 
Kansas, where the funeral obsequies of the 
late Senator P. B. Plumb were soon to be cele- 
brated with all the pomp and grandeur, 
military and civil, that the great State of 
K ansas can command. 

The city is draped in mourning, while Kan- 
sas avenue, one of the broadestand finest 
thoroughfares of the United States, is a dense 
mass of funeral emblems. All night long 
special trains on all the roads had been ar- 
riving in town with thousands of 
visitors, while every thoroughfare leading 
to the city is now and has been since 
daylight, a solid moving procession of vehi- 
cles of every description. The streets and 
public squares of the city along which the 
funeral cortege moves are thronged with 
people eager to pay their last tribute of re- 
spect to the illustrious dead. 

It wag after 1 o’clock when the funeral 
train arrived here, three hours after sched- 
ule time, the delay having been caused by a 
hitch in the arrangements by tne local com- 
mittee at Kansas City. The procession had 
been drawn up in line for all that time, but 
when the train arrived it was still intact and 
prepared to do honor to the dead statesman. 

Since the visit of the President no such a 
concourse of people had been seen inthe 
city. The streets and sidewalks along the 
line of march were packed with people who 
had come to witness the obsequies. The 
booming of artillery in the hands of Artillery 
A, K.N.G., announced the arrival of the 
train. On the platform, drawn up in line, 
were the four .G. A. R. posts ef the city of 
Topeka and Company C, K.N.G. The pall- 
bearers carried the casket to the funeral car, 
which was handsomely draped in black and 
drawn by four Dlack horses in funeral trap- 
pings. 

The procession then moved toward the 
capitol. ‘ 

First came a platoon ,of police, followed by 
Marshall’s Military Band playing the dead 
marchin ‘‘Saul.’’ After the band came the 
funeral car in a hollow square formed of 
Company C, K.N.G., and the four Grand 
Army posts of the city asa special guard of 
honor, the G. A. R. marching right and 
left and the K. N. G. front and rear, 
arms reversed. Following came the Eleventh 
Kansas, Col. Plumb’s old regiment. The 
pall-bearers marched on either side of the 
car holding the pall which dra the 
casket, Then followed in order the Con- 
gressional Committee, 
the Sergeant-at-Aruais 
in carriages, the 
the State with the State officers, Chief Justice 
and Assoctate Justice of the Supreme Court 
and Supreme Court Commissioners, the mem- 
bers Of the State Senate and Houseof Repre- 
sentatives, the Mayor and City Council of 
the city of Topeka, Knights Templars, Masons 
and other civic ordersof thecity of Topeka 
and State of Kansas. 

Along line of distinguished Kansans in car- 
riages brought up the rear. 

The line of march was from the railway 
Stationup Fifth street to Kansas avenue, 
south to Ninth street, and thence west to the 
Capitol. On Kansas avenue north of Eighth 
street were drawn up each side of the avenue 
long lines of children from the public schools 
wearing bands of crepe around their arms. 
As the procession passed between the lines 
the children fellin behind the Masons and 
marched to the Capitol. Arrived at the Cap- 
itol the casket was conveyed to the Senate 
Chamber, which was handsomely decorated. 

The Speaker’s desk was the apex of a vast 
pyramid of tropical plants, flowers and 
ferns. From the chandeliers and doorways 
hung somber. biack dGraperios, and a large 
flag was stretched between the pillars of the 

allery above the Speaker’s chair with its 
olds subdued by abundant trimming of 
black crepe. Just in front ofthe bank 
of palms stood a rich and handsome biack 
catafaique which received the bier. On 
elther side were large groups of palms and 
ferns tastefully arranged. he door of every 
room in the State-house bears a bunch of 
black crepe. The Speaker’s clock, which 
was almost covered with mourning. was still 
and pointed tothe hour, 1:15, when Senator 
Plumb died.

Itisa unique fact that Virginia, Tennes- 
see, Kentucky, Georgia, North Carolina and 
South Oarolina sho have given birth to 
the fourteen Speakers credited to the South, 
while not one of the sister Southern States of 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, 
Florida, Maryland or West Virginia has pro- 
duced a man destined to this high station. 

And equally strange has it been thatthe 
two States of Virginiaand Kentucky were the 
places of nativity of one-fourth of the men 
who have been the presiding officers of the 
popular branch of Congress since 1789. And, 
coming down to the recent contest,it is found 
that the three leading candidates were 
Southerners, two of them Kentuckians 
by.  birth—Milis and McMillin, scions of 
that State which has had more to 
do with the Speakership, ina way, than any 
other Commonwealth. When enry Clay 
was representing a Blue Grass district in that 
State he was six times chosen Speaker. John 
White held that proud position for one term, 
Linn Boyd for two and Mr. Carlisle for three. 
R is thus seen that this quartet whom Ken- 
tuck sent to Congress occupied the 
Speaker’s chair for twenty-four years, or 
nearly one-fourth of the period of the exis- 
tence of Congress; and nowthis same Com- 
monwealth comes to the front with two 
strings to her bow for the latest award. 

Eithera Virginian or a Kentuckian has been 
in the chair for thirty-nine out of 102 years. 
The only native Western man that ever won 
the honor was Keifer of Ohio.

Named This Morning. 


SPEAKER CRISP’S SELECTIONS OCCASION 
SOME SURPRISE. 


Has the Georgian Disciplined the Minor- 
ity—The Eighth Missouri District Mem- 
ber Has a Word to Say—Records of 
the Important Committeemen on Sil- 
ver, Tariff and Other Questions. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22,—Pursuant to the ad- 
journment motionof Saturday the House 
metat 12 o’clock to-day. As that motion 
provided for no other business than the 
reading of the speaker’s list of committee 
assignments that was the only business 
transacted. There were many surprises and 
some disappointments but on the whole the 
balance was well preserved. AS was 
well understood Mr. Springer gets the place 
so much coveted by Mr. Mifls. This may for 
a brief time cause some friction in the Demo- 
cratic machinery, but the exigencies of party 
will soon align the disappointment. 

There was no crowding of the galleries 
when the committees were read. The prob- 
abilities bad been so thoroughly canvassed 
that the official reading was merely per- 
functory. 

Upon the close of the reading the House 
adjourned to Jan, 5, without motion. 

An inquiry into the records of the members 
of the House Committee on Coinage, Weights 
and Measures shows that by past utterances 
or votes, in or out of Congress, nine out of 
thirteen members of the committee have 
declared in favor of free coinage, 
while three of the other members have been 
outspoken against free coinage, and a fourth 
is said by his friends to be unquestionably 
against free coinage, though his record is 
unknown, he not having beenin Congress. 
The membersin favor of free coinage are 
Messrs. Bland of Missouri, Williams of lii- 
nols, Kilgore of Texas, Robertson of Louisi- 
ana, Pierce of Tennessee, Eppes of Virginia, 
McKeighan of Nebraska, Barline of Nevada 
and Johnson of North Dakota. Those opposed 
are Messrs. Tracey of New York, Williams of 
Massachusetts, Taylor of ilinols and Storm 
of Pennsylvania. 

A majority of the Democratic members of 
the Waysand Means Committee agree with 
Mr. Springer in the belief that it would be 
impolitical this time to attempt a general re- 
vision of the tariff. They favor passing 
specific bills to put a few articles on the tree 
list. 

Of the free coinage members Messrs. Bland, 
Williams of LUlinois, Kilgore, Robertson, 
Pierce of Tennessee and Bartine were in the 
last Congress and recorded themselves as in 
favor ofthe passage of the free coinage bill. 
Of the new free coinage members Mr. Eppes of 
Virginia was elected on a free coinage plat- 
form; Mr. McKeighan comes here as an in: 
dependent elected aareey by Alliance votes 
and committed to free coinage of silver. Mr. 
Johnson of elected on a, 
platform, one of the leading features of 
which was a free silver plank. 

Of the anti-free coimage members of the 
committee Messrs. Tracey and Taylor of Lili- 
nois were in the last Congress and as mem- 
bers of the Coinage Committee worked and 
yoted against free silver. Mr. Willianrs of 
Massachusetts takes the piace on the com- 
mittee formerly held by Mr. Walker of Mas- 
sachusetts who, though in the present Con- 
gress, was not given an opportunity to serve 
on his old committee. Mr. Williams, like 
his predecessor, however, is a strong 
anti-free silver man. The fourth 
man placed in the anti free coinage list is Mr. 
Stone of Pennsylvania. Mr. Stone was not in 
last Congress. He is not inthe city, but his 
friends say heis undoubtedly aga’nst free 
silver. 

Mr. Willcox of Connecticut is the one Dem- 
ocratic voting member of the committee in 
the last Congress who was re-elected but 
who is not on the committee this 
time. He voted’ against free coinage. Mr. 
Vaux of Pennsylvania was not re-elected and 
Mr. Joseph of New Mexico had bo vote.

NOTHING LEFT TOTELL HOW THE Die. 
ASTER OCCURRED. 


Child of 4 Cremated and a Playmate In-

ANTWERP, Dec. 23.—The city was startied 
this morning by a tremendous explosion that 
fairly shook the earth.

WIS BOY VICTIM PROVIDENTIALLY RES- 
CUED FROM DROWNING. 


Officers, Lynchers and Rescuers All Want 
to Deal With Tall Hall, the Many- 
Times Murderer—New York Police 
Without a Clew in the Boschinsky 
Murder Mystery. 


New Yor«, Dec. 23,—Charles O’Connor lies 
fn the Paterson (N. J.) Jallon the charge of 
charge of attempting to drown his stepson, 
a 6-year-old child. The story of the crime 
was partially told at O’Connor’s preliminary 
examination on the charge two days ago, 
but is now fully revealed by the little fellow 
whose life was miraculously saved and who 
has almost entirely recovered from the shock 
and fright resuliing from his peril. The 
story isa remarkable one. O’Connor mar- 
ried Httle Ernest Berry’s mother last May 
and has ever since shownan unaccounta- 
ble aversion to the boy. On Ifst Sunday 
evening O’Connor said he was going out to 
do some Christmas buying, and invited 
Ernest to accompany him, promising to buy 
hima present. The two started out together 
and walked three miles to the Fifth Avenue 
Bridge, which crosses the Passaic River at 
the far end of Riverside, on the outskirts of 
the city. At night this neighborhood is dark 
and little frequented. There are no houses 
about, and the only signs of life are a horse 
and wagon occasionally crossing the bridge, 
going to orcoming from Bergen County. It 
is a rare thing to find a pedestrian there after 
nightfall. 

O’Connor stepped upon the bridge, and 
picking the little fellow up in his arms, re- 
marked, ‘‘Ernest, you arepretty heavy after 
all.’’ The words had scarcely passed his 
lips, when O’Connor dropped the boy over 
the railing and ran away. As he left the 
bridge he’ heard the splash of his victim 


when he struck the water, and In turning to, 


see that his work was well done caught this 
appeal from the little fellow: 

‘*‘Oh, papa, don’t go away! Don’t leave 
me here to die! Come back and I will always 
be a good boy !’’ 

These imploring words from the drowning 
child did not soften O’Connor’s heart, for he 
hurried away, leaving the boy to his fate. 

Ernest had fortunately fallen in shallow 
water close to one of the piers. The rushing 
current dashed him against the pier and he 
ciung to one of the piles for support. For ful- 
ly twenty minutes he remained in this post- 
tion. The water was icy cold and frequently 
large chunks of ice floating down the river 
pinned him against the pler. He contiuued 
to call for help, and at every moment his 
voice became weaker, until it was almost 
inaudibie above the noise of the running 
waters. 

Vivian Alyea anda gentleman named Cuff, 
with his wife and mother, reached the bridge 
about the same time in buggies. They were 
on their way home to Bergen County when 
the appeals of the drowning boy startled the 
women. Mr. Cuff looked over the bridge and 
noticed the helpless child. He called upon 
Mr. Alyea, whodetached the reins from his 
horse and formed a loop on oneend. He 
then lowered it to the river, shouting at the 


same time to the boy to put his arms through | 


the loop. Ernest did so and was pulled up on 
the bridge. He was wrapped up ina horse 
blanket and taken to the Alyea residence, 
where his wet clothes were removed by Mrs. 
Alyea, mother of the rescuer, 

he boy was then placed in front of a fire, 
and stimulants administered. After working 
over him an hour the boy recovered suf- 
ficiently to be able to relate his story. He 
told his name, the name of his stepfather, 
and how he was dropped into the river. 

In the meantime, O’Connor had almost 
reached the center of the city. He stopped 
at the corner of Broadway and West street, 
and invested 5 cents with a bootblack, an 
unusual thing forhimto do. He concluded 
that the dust on his shoes would have given 
rise to suspicions, and he entered his home, 
on Kearney street, with no evidences of a 
long walk through a dusty section of the city. 

O’Connor Is not a talkative manatthe best, 
but when he went home that night, after his 
efforts to drown Ernest, he was ina very 
communicative mood, which surprised Mrs. 
©’Connor. He finally took a newspaper 
clipping from his pocket and began to read it 
aloud to his wife. The story told in the clip- 

ing was significant. It described how an 

“ngiish Lord married a woman with one child 
and the dislike the Lord had forthe Httle 
one. An opportunity being presented, the 
Lord Killed the child and the mother died 
shortly afterwards with-a broken heart at 
the loss of her boy. Mrs. O’Connor began to 
feel that something dreadful was going to 
happen. The unusual conduct of her hus- 
band, the absence of her little boy at such an 
hourandthe story of the English Lord im- 
bued her with a spirit of apprehension she 
could not overcome, 

‘*Where is Ernest?’’ she asked, 

**I don’t know,’’ replied O’Connor. 

Mr. and Mrs. O’Connor went in search of 
the boy and on their return were confronted 
bya squad of policemen. News of the at- 
tempted drowning had reached the poliz 
station and the officers were sent to search 
for O’Connor. He told such an apparently 
staightforward story that no attempt to ar- 
rest him was made. A short time afterward 
Mr. and Mrs. O’Connor Visited the police 
station to learn of the boy’s fate. Capt. 
Brinson questioned O’Connor, and the result 
of the interview.was that he was locked up 
inacell. The boy was taken to 8t. Joseph’s 
Hospital. 

Mrs. O’Connor, mother of the boy, is a cul- 
tured woman, and the little fellow seems to 
have inherited her good qualities. She went 
from England to South Africa, and there mar- 
ried James Berry, a clerk in the South 
British Bank. Ernest was born in Africa. The 
family came tothis country shortly after the 
child's birth and the father died in this city 
three years ago. 

The Grand-jury will doubtless find a true 
bill against the inhuman stepfather.

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HAD IT SUPPRESSED. 


How Mrs. Anna Johnston Swart’s Di- 
vorce Case Was Kept Quiet. 


REPREHENSIBLE METHODS EMPLOYED 
TO OBSCURE A COURT RECORD. 


The Editress of the ‘“‘Chaperone’’ Secures 
a Separation of Matrimonial Bonds and 
Takes On New 
Weeks—How the Divorce Was Worked 
Through the Court. 


The value of a ‘‘pull’’ was forcibly illus- 
trated in the manner in which the divorce 
suit of Mrs. Annie J. Swart, editress of the 
Chaperone, was conducted. Mrs. Swart,who is 
one of the best Known ladies in St. Louis, 
publishing besides the Chaperone another pa- 
per entitled Time, haa a suit for di- 
vyorce filed in August last. It 
was tried in Judge Valliant’s court; 
on Dec. 10 the divorce was granted and yet 
outside of a few intimate friends no one 
knew of the matter. The suit was published at 
the time it was filed but under a wrong name. 
By clever juggling, to say the least, no no- 
tice atall) appeared in any ofthe papers at 
the time the suit wastried. The matter was 
brought to the surface Dy the marriage 
of Mrs. Swartlast evening to her business 
manager, Mr. Frank Orff. 

Mrs. Swart has been boarding at 
2402 Washington avenue and after 
the ceremony last evening she and her hus- 
band left for an extended tour of the East. 
She is erecting an $8,000 residence on Wash- 
ington avenue, just west of Sarah street, 
which she wiil probably occupy 
when she returns. Aninvestigation made by 
a Post- DISPATCH reporter to-day of how the 
divorce proceedings were kept from the press 
revealed the following facts: 

AN ERASURE IN THE NAME. 

An examination of the records in Circuit 
Clerk Zepp’s office showed that the suit had 
been filed on Aug. 28 last, by Attorney B. 
D. Kriffen. The style of the case was written 
on the entry docket very plainly, but a 
close-examination showed that some letters 
had been changed inthe name Swartin both 
cases where it appeared as plaintiff and de- 
fendant. 

The case was marked on the docket 
as sent to Court-room No. 
Judge Withrow’s room, but the case was tried 
in Court-room No. 5, Judge Valilant’s room. 

A visit Was made to Judge Vailliant’s Court- 
room andthe minute book examined. The 
entry was*found very plainly written in 
Deputy Circuit Clerk Auguste L. Priest’s 
hand, ‘‘Anna Johnston Swart vs. Edward R. 


. Swart, decree of divorce granted.’’ The entry 


was made onthe 10th. This is the book from 
which the reporters of the different papers 
would receive the first intimation that the 
divorce had been ted. The book is 
examined by allthe reporters not only daily, 
but several times a day. As there are five 
different branches of the Circuit Court it is 
im possible for a newsgatherer to be in all the 
different court rooms at the same time. The 
scribe therefore watches the minute books 
of the different court rooms closely to see 
what has been done in his absence. 

Notwithstanding the proverbial slowness of 
courts in generai, things are 
times rushed with 
ing rapidity. trial of : 
Swart’s case, according to the statement 
of her attorney occupied just five minutes. 
lt behooves a reporter, therefore, to watch 
closely the minute books of the court rooms 
in which every order of court is supposed 
to be entered within a reasonable time after 
the order is made. Nevertheless, in this 
case, if-the statement of Clerk est be 
true, all the reporters working in the builld- 
ing failed to notice this entry. A most highly 
im probable statement. 

CLERK PRIEST'S STATEMENT. 

Deputy Circuit Clerk Priest was asked re- 
garding the matter to-day, and stated: 

‘*‘The entry was made as soon as the case 
was tried. Mr. Kribben wanted the case kept 
guiet, I believe, but he did not say 
anything to me. He carried the papers away 
with him. Idid not like that way of doing 
business and gotthe full style of the case 
from the judge’s book. Yousee,I have got 
the full name—Anna Johnson Swart. I got 
it from the judge’s docket.’’ 

WHAT ATTORNEY KRIBBEN SAYS. 

Mr. B. D. Kribben, Mrs. Swart’s attorney 
in the suit, was seen in his officein the Com- 
mercial building. He laughed when asked 
concerning the case. 

‘*Yes,’’ said he, **I worked that thing all 
through. All the papers published the di- 
vorce whepit was filed, but they got the 
name ‘‘Smart.’’ Iwrotethe name, so that 
it might be taken for ‘Smart’ or ‘Swart.’ 
Idid it on purpose. Ithought the ——— 
would be apt to get it Smart and they did. 

NAME CHANGED ON THE BOOK. 

‘‘When I went in to get my order of publi- 
tation I had the name changed. I waited 
until the last day before taking my default, 

‘*We did not care to havethe matter kept 
guiet for any other reason, but for the 
notoriety. Of course, Mrs. Swarj did not 
want the notoriety. There was no other 
reason. The way 1 worked the trial of the 
case was this:

A CHAPTER OF MISHAPS.

HIS INSTRUCTIONS SIMPLY HAVE REF- 
ERENCE TO MONEY CONTRIBUTIONS. 


The Principals of Schools inthe Poor Dis- 
tricts Direct a Great Deal of Benevo- 
lence—How Little Boys and Girls Are 
Taught Lessons in Christian Charity. 


At the meeting of the Public School princi- 
pals last evening, Supt. H. E. Long touched 
upon a subject which finds atender place in 
every heart which responds to the feelings 
of humanity with redoubled energy at Christ- 
mastide. He spoke of the charity work 
which is done in many of the schools, and he 
said that the principals should not interest 
themselves in charitable donations in future. 
This order was somewhat vague. There 
were few present who had not done much 
for the poor of their district, and many had 
gradually ingrafted lessons in practical 
charity upon the regular curriculum pre- 
scribed for the schools. 

Prof. P. 8. Stevenson, principal of the Clay 
School, Eleventh and Farrar streets, asked 
Mr. Long if his order would puta stop to 
contributions of clothing, food and the 
necessaries of life generally. Mr. Long said 
no; it had reference to money contributions 
only. This allayed Mr. Stevenson’s anxiety, 
for he feared that the work of himself, his 
teachers and scholars was nipped in the bud. 

The Clay School is a model for the vigor 
with which it has taken up the new study. 
Only last Thursday Mr. Stevenson asked his 
teachers to make outa list of those children 
whom they thought were in need of help. In 
a few days the experienced eyes of 
the teachers had picked out over 
sixty whose wants were only too ap- 
parent in their dress and theirfaces. The 
teachers spoke to the schoiars of the matter, 
and requested them to bring to school arti- 
cles of clothing and supplies of food, which 
they belleved they could spare. 

THEY PROMPTLY RESPONDED. 

The very next day the children came troop- 
ing to school with their books under one arm 
and a bundle under the other. Some carried 
market baskets and others packages. All of 
them wore happy faces as they ran joyfully 
tothe janitor and deposited their burdens. 
Before the week was ended the janitor had in 
his store-room fifteen bushels of potatoes, 
three barrels of apples, several sacks of flour 
andalarge quantity of shoes and clothing. 
Mr. Steyenson then told the teachers to seek 
out a the needy and satisfy their 
wants. The good ladies, whose life work 
is indeed one long act of charity, 
paid personal visits and sent trustworthy 
scholars to learn what was the condition of 
the people on the list. The strong, lusty 
boys, were loaded withisupplies and sent tothe 
houses. In many cases people came to the 
schools and only this morning a number of 
parents apetet foraid. So successful was 
the plan that applicants came from the dis- 
tricts to the north and the south of Mr. 
Stevenson to receive his charity and to thank 


him for it, 
WORKED ADMIRABLY. 

To be sure, he met with instances in which 
parents of needy children scorned aid, but 
the cases were few, and their names were at 
once stricken from the list without any one 
being the wiser. ‘

THE FACE OF A CROOK. 


It Almost Invariably Has Marks That Be- 
tray Him to the Law Officers.

**Police! Police! Where’s the police? Some 
thief’s stolen my ketbook !’’ 

A tall, bearded and ‘excited countryman 
yelled out these words in the Grand Central 
Depot one morning some months ago. The 
alarm created the usual excitement which 
follows the announcement of arobbery in a 
crowd. Someofthe stream of arriving and 
may, ser travelers es in their places 
to hastily ascertain whether or not their own 
wallets were safe. Others trowded around 
the countryman in eager curiosity to hear 
what he hadtosay. Some ofthe chronically 
cautious hurried their steps atrifie from the 
scene of trouble and looked back somewhat 
fearfully at the big policeman who was el- 
bowing his way vigorously toward the center 
of the crowd. 

Any of the score of people who did not stop 
might be the thief. The robbery had just 
**come off,’’ for the countryman had set u 
his outcry the moment his wallet was jerke 
by some mysterious force from his fingers. 
Now, in all this confusion of hurrying people, 
how was suspicion to be pointed to any par- 
ticular man? One would say ‘*impossibie.’’ 
But one would be wrong. 

A plainly dressed man, with sharp, black 
eyes, who had been standing in the door of 
the restaurant when the cry of robbery went 
up. wig oy quietly out of the doorway and 
turned his keen eyes in a series of quick 
glances to right and left. He did not once 
look at the countryman or the little crowd 
around him, but in ten seconds he had 
scanned with lightning rapidity the face of 
every person who was walkingaway. A sud- 
den looks as though of recognition, and he 
walked eee unhesitatingly toward a 
rather well-dressed man who was carryinga 
small valise up the stairway. He overtook 
him at the top of the stairs and tapped him 
on the shoulder. 

‘*You are my prisoner,’’ he said.

How did the detective know him? Thatisa 
complex question to answer. Natural in- 
stinct ofan order unclassed in human psy- 
chology is what makes the detective. A fox 
hound has it, and it makes the dog hunt 
foxes and find them and catch them where 
other dogs would fail impotently or through 
lack of effort. If this instinct was lacking in 
the man he would be no detective. He would 
not only lack abfility in thief-catching, but 
would have no disposition to go into the 
business. This instinct, which tempts him in- 
to his distasteful and often perilous calling,ts 
developed by experience and observation and 
constant study until it becomes almost a 
supernumerary sense. He knows a thief 
when he sees him, if it ts for the first time. 
It sounds impossible, doesn’t it? But it has 
been _— hundreds of times. Physiog- 
nomy has something todo with it;a fund of 
knowledge of the tricks and devices of the 
escaping robber, a quick a of tiny 
details which lead to suspicion,a supersens!- 


tiveness to the hints of circumstance, all go 
to make upthe professional instinct of the 
detective. But the most powerful element of 
all, and that which all serve but to re-en- 
force, is the mysterious sort of animal mag- 
netism which tells a detective—a genuine de- 
tective—that a thief’s a thief.

THE JURY COMMISSIONER ADMITS THAT 
HE TALKED PLAINLY. 


A Reformer Who Makes the Public Spirit 
Racket Pay—Chairman Huttig’s Opin- 
ion of Mansfield’s Threats—The Cham- 
pion of the Miller Board Threatens the 
Chairman of the Committee. 


To-day’s developments in the School Board 
investigation leave no further room for doubt 
that the ‘‘influential person’’ who tried to 
intimidate President Bartholdt and thwart 
the inquiry into the sale.of the Polytechnic 
Building was nootherthan Fielding Mans- 
field, the Jury Commissioner, who for years 
has been posing inthis city as a reformer. 
To a Post-DIsPaTCH representative 
Mr. Mansfield this morning practicaijly 
admitted the truth ofthe reports that have 
been afloat since President Bartholdt made 
the startling announcement at the meeting 
of the Investigating Committee Monday even- 
ing that a certain prominent man who 
boasted of great influence threatened to 
make things interesting for the directors if 
they did not abandon the  investiga- 
tion. Commissioner Mansfield was seen 
this morning, and in reply to 
a question said he had conversed 
with President Bartholdt on School Board 
matters last Monday. ‘‘I told him,’’ he said, 
**that the board was wasting valuable time 
and that its doings would greatly benefit the 
plan I hadon foot to have the Legislature 
abolish the School Board and create a sala- 
ried commission to handle the public educa- 
tional affairs of the city. I also said 
that the Board was bringing grist 
to my mill, referring to my 
intention to work forthe passage of such an 
act. Isaid further that instead of wasting 
time let the board get a better bid than that 
offered by Mr. Brookings before it started in 
to set the sale aside. Thenl spoke my mind 
freely about the Polytechnic building being 
a fire trap, and I said it was no safe place to 
keep children in the upper floors. What I 
meant was that instead of following out its 
present tactics the board ought to 
get better accommodations for our pupils 
than the Polytecnic afforded. I called atten- 
tion to the righteous indignation that would 
follow if there was any accident to those 
children. I believe I did say that the people 
would be justified in severely punishing the 
directors for not doing theirduty. President 
Barthold has, I see, made a mountain out of 
a mole hill. Heagreed with me that the School 
Board ought to be abolished and a Commis- 
sioner created and then went out and said I 
tried to intimidate him.’’ 

HIS REMARK ABOUT HUTTIG.

But it will not please the public to know 
that Jury Commissioner MANSFIELD is ob- 
truding himself so officiously and reck- 
lessly as a partisan and protector of the 
accused in a case which may call for a 
good deal of ‘‘jury-fixing’’ before it is 
ended. If heisso very eager to cast the 
protecting egis of his office and authority 
over those who have profited by this Poly- 
technic fraud, the general opinion is that 
it would be more prudent for him to wait 
till his official connection withthe case or 
cases begins, and not rush out of his own 
office to meddle as a bulldozer with official 
duties which the people have intrusted to 
others, and not to him. The people are 
not so unreasonable as to expect that he 
will keep his own official record straight 
and at the same time carry on his single 
pair of shoulders all the duties and respon- 
sibilities of twenty-one School Directors. 

There is nothing for the committee to do 
but hew to the line inthis investigation, 
regardless of private warnings or public 


| threats, and unswayed by fear or favor. 


All that is known of the matter under in- 
vestigation is suggestive of conspiracy, 
collusion and corrupt connivance at out- 
side attempts to use School Board au- 
thority in robbing the schools. If there 
was nothing of the sort in it—if it was only 
an affair of keen capitalists making tools 
of unbribed but incapable directors—that 
fact should be proven to the satisfaction of 
the public. 

On the other hand, every mark of crook- 
edness or incapacity should be mercilessly 
exposed, the responsibility fixed where it 
belongs and every criminal act prosecuted 
to the full extent of the law.

BOBBIN’ AROUND. 


The stupidest bit of low comedy bun- 
combe with which the Harrison adminis- 
tration has regaled the public is its pre- 
tense of enforcing the anti-trust law. 
That law was permitteed to sleep for more 
than a year after the President had signed 
it, before the Attorney-General informed 
his subordinates that some action looking 
to its enforcement would be expected from 
them. This notice was given last Septem- 
ber, and apparently for effect on the fall 
elections only, as no serious proceeding 
against any of the most formidable 
and offensive trusts hasever been insti- 
tuted. . 

There was some talk about a contem- 
plated attack upon an alleged combine of 
retail druggists in St. Louis to control the 
price of corn salve and other patent medi- 
cines, but the administration finally con- 
cluded to concentrate its mightiest efforts 
upon an unconsidered trifle of a bobbin 
trust, supposed to be violating the law ina 
small way somewhere in New Hampshire. 
The case against this alleged bobbin com- 
bination was presented to the United 
States Grand-jfury at Concord the other 
day with a great flourish of trumpets after 
months of preparation, but no evidence 
was presented on which an indictment 
could be found, and the case was dismissed. 

The anti-trust law of Congress was con- 
verted into a blank cartridge before it 
reached the President or he would have 
vetoed it. Now, even the powder it con- 
tained has been carefully made wet by the 
Department of Justice, which seems to 
fear. that the explosion of evena blank 
cartridge might annoy Cabinet Ministers 
Foster and ELKINS, and perhaps set fire 
to some Standard Oil stocks that have been 
placed where they would ‘‘do the most 
good,’?

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THE death of Senator PLUMB from over- 
work is not without a practical moral. It 
is safe to say that he did not overwork 
himself as a Senator of the United States. 
The duties of that position are arduous, but 
not beyond the strength of an ordinary 
man of good ability. But the duties of of- 
fice broker and distributer of patronage, 
and of general agent of his constituents in 
the departments, are vexatious, harassing 
and laborious.

Insurance in St. Louisa. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is reported that the St. Louis Board of 
Underwriters propose to advance the rates of 
fire insurance, and that their reason for so 
doing is the heavy losses by the freon Broad- 
way between Franklin avenuc and Morgan 


street. Of course the existence of a combi- 
nation to raise rates subjects all the particl- 
pants to the ,enalties of the anti-trust laws 
of the State, but that isa matter for the 
courts to attend to, andit is quite certain 
that no public officer will do his duty in the 
case. 

But there is question which requires a com- 

lete and gs answer before policy 

olders will consent to any further exaction 
on the part of the insurance combination, 
and that question is, ‘‘How much is an in- 
surance policy in St. Louis worth?’’ In the 
Broadway fire, the destruction of the stock 
and building on the west side was complete 
as everybody knows. There was no chance 
for the fine work of the adjuster, for the en- 
tire property being wiped out, any talk about 
salvage would have been absur There 
could have been no question as to over insur- 
ance, for the insurance agents are too sharp 
to allow over insurance and rates are already 
so high that no St. Louis merchant carries 
any larger policy than hets obligedto. The 
oft-used and convenient plea of tncendiarism 
or a ‘‘fire sale’’ in this case is barred by the 
high standing of the firms whose property 
was destroy ed. Thus was an 
eas matter to the loss, 
which was, of course, the total 
amount of the policies, and if the companies 
were able to meet their obligations the pay- 
ment was only a matter of drawing a check. 
The amount of the insurance at risk was pub- 
lished, and, it is believed, was something 
over a miilion of dollars. But 
the amount for which the in- 
surance companies settled has been 
carefully concealed. Call the insurance a 
million and say the amount paid was $750,- 
000 and thus it will appear that where 
property is totally destroyed a &t. Louis 
fire insurance policy is worth six bits on the 
Gollar. The general impression among bus!- 
ness men is that their policies are not worth 
as much, but at present the actual value isa 
matter of guess work, It is certain 
that in cases where the adjuster 
can set up the pose of salvage or over insur- 
ance or when they can scarethe policy holder 
with a threat of prosecution for incendiarism 
the value of the policy is almost nil. The 
underwriters are able to establish a combina- 
tion in spite of State law to fx rates and it 
would seem nee for them to establish a sys- 
tem which would show how much a policy is 
worth. The question, ‘‘What dol get for my 
money?’’ or ‘*‘How much Is this worth?’’ al- 
ways occurs to purchaégers of everything, fire 
insurance policies included.

It is pretty safe to say that the city em- 
ployes will not be paid to-morrow. Auditor 
Joseph Brown began his rounds to-day to 
find out if the heads of departments would 
not co-operate with him in getting the clerks 
paid, but he met scant encouragement. 
Street Commissioner M. J, Murphy said 
the whole Christmas salary business was 
‘*‘buncombe.’’ ‘*Comptroller Stevenson is 
pretty near right,’’ he said, ‘*when he speaks 
of the employes squandering their money if 
they gotitnow. Some of them, of course, 
would take their money home to their fam- 
ilies, but many would not have a cent by 
New Year’s Day. Thetradesmenin the lo- 
calities where these men live and have smali 
accounts would suffer by this extravagance, 
and would probably have to wait two or three 
months for their money, Those employed by 
the city can get enough credit to carry them 
through Christmas if they haven’t money. 
l’ll guarantee that any clerkinthe Street 
Department can get credit for all he wants.’’ 

One result of the agitation“of this question 
will be that Comptroller Stevenson willl add 
one or two more heads of departments to the 
several public officials with whom he is 
not now on good terms. Reister Jose 
Wherry some time ago concluded that the 
Comptroller was interfering with the affairs 
of his office and has held himself aloof from 
himever since. Since the talk about Christ- 
mas salaries arose, Treasurer M. J. Foerstel 
has heard some invidious remarks about the 
watch the city employes 
quoted as coming from the 
troller, and he feels resentful. 

Brown feels sure that 

Comptroller had sympathizea with the 
proposition to pay the December Salaries this 
week, the plan would have gone through 
without any trouble. ‘‘I am quite sure,’’ 
said Deputy Auditor Joseph Brown, Jr., the 
nephew of the Auditor, ‘‘that Gen. Steven- 
son used to be as anxious as anybody else to 
get his Christmas money paid in advance 
when he was in the Water Rates office, and I 
think if records are examined it will be found 
that he got it, too.’’ 

Auditor Brown has assured the clerks in his 
office that they will be paid, at any rate. 


Electric Poles on Pretty Streets. 
Councilman Nelson Cole has come to the 
relief of the householders on the residence 
streets of the city, who are incessantly vexed 
by the efforts of electric companies to put up 
unsightly poles along the sidewaiks. At 
present the companies make their applica- 


tion to Electric Light Superintendent A. J. 
O’ Reilly. Under the law he has 
to give them permission to 
put up the poles unless strong opposition ap- 
pears from the people living where the line is 
torun. Generally he tries tosave the street 
irom disfigurement by asking the company 
to put its poles in analley nearby. This 
never suits their purpose and they insist on 
the original application, Then supt. 
©’ Reilly sends the application to 
the Board of Public Improvements. It 
is advertised in a paper where people do not 
see it, and the first thing a West End resident 
knows he wakesup some morning and sees 
polemen digging holes in his sidewalk. Then 
he rushes down tothe City Hall, butit is too 
late, and the poles go up. 

There are two applications of this sort now 
before Supt. O’Rellly. One ofthemis to put 
up poles on Olive street west, and the 
other for poles on West Washington avenue. 
ifthe people living along there object the 
poles will hot go up. 

Councilman Cole’s bill proposes that all 
these applications shall come before the As- 
sembly, and be passed on there. In this way 
everybody will Know of it when a company 
intendstorunalne along a street, and the 
plan may be frustrated if it is objectionable . 


The Council on Sprinkling. 


The only pointin the sprinkling bill that 
may delay itin the Council is the clause add- 
ing five more inspectors to the present force. 
There seems now to be som” objection to that 
increase. Itis said that p saeteen inspectors, 


each with a horse and DOLE , Ought to beable 
to oversee all the sprinkling in the city. 
“upt. W. L. Johnson says that thereisa 
mistake. ‘‘With the mang miles of new 
sprinkling, it will be utterly impossible for 
the inspectors to watch the work of the con- 
tractors unless we can get the few more we 
ask. Ihave caleulated that if we tried to in- 
spect the sprinkling with the present force 
each man would have to cover over thirty 

. It needs no argument to 
show this is impracticable. A 
Sprinkling Inspector not only has to drive 
over the district heis looking after but he 
must keep himself informed about the rea- 
sons for bad sprinkling, and he must report 
atthe office frequently and Keep me con- 
stantly advised asto the condition of the 
work. Allthis takes time, and doingit the 
inspector can’t keep his eye on thirty miles of 
Streets.’’ 


Burnet Wants No Loud Colors. 

Three blocks of beautifully smooth, light- 
brown sandstone lay againsta pile of the 
yellow City Hall brick over in Washington 
Park this morning, and President Geor 
Burnet stood near with Architect Geor , 
Mann and discussed the parmos of the 
colors.

IN GRAVES’ BEHALF, 


Testimony for Defendant in the Barna- 
by Poisoning Case. 


HOW HIS COUNSEL WILL ATTEMPT TO 
PROVE HIS INNOCENCE. 


Facts Which the State Has So Far Placed 
Before the Jury—The Doctor’s Money 
Runs Short—A Panic Among People in 
Denver Who Are in Fear of Being Poi- 

- goned. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec. 23.—The prosecution in 
the trial of Dr. T. Thatcher Graves for the 
murder of Mrs. Josephine A. Barnaby ex- 
amined its last witness yesterday. When 
court opened this morning the defense placed 
Edward Field onthe stand. Mr. Field is the 
Clerk of the Probate Court in Providence, R. 
I. He said that in May last the wills made by 
Mrs. Barnaby were offered for probate. 
The second will was handed him by 
Dr. Graves. This will was handed him in - 
sealed envelope and it showed no oy el 
of having been opened.

A remark dropped incidentally by Judge 
Macon, one of the defense, discloses the fact 
that Dr. Graves’ lawyers will endeavor to 
prove by the witnesses which they will pro- 
duce upon the witness stand, that Mrs. 
Worrelland Mrs. Barnaby, who died inthe 
most excruciating agony, were not only not 
good friends, but that they were in effect 
the most virulent of enemies. They will 
produce witnesses, they say, who will 
ewear that the estrangement fromthe friend- 
ship that joined the two in intimate relations 
atonetime operated toa discontinuance of 
the visits thatthe two at one time made be- 
tween Chester, Pennsylvania, and Provl- 
dence;and that, although the breach was 
partially healed, the difficulties at the bot- 
tom of # all were renewed and contested 
@zain on the Pacific coast. 

THE STATE’S CASE, 

The close of the State’s case, so faras the 
taking of direct evidence, suggests the query, 
how clearly has the prosecution set forth the 
guilt of the defendant’ To those who have 
watched the testimony the chain of evidence 
appears to be strong. These facts seem to 
have been established: Mrs. Barnaby’s 
death was caused by poison; the 
bottle labeled ‘*From Friends in 
from which she _ took 
the fatal drink, waS mailed to her by Dr. 
Graves; two witnesses have sworn that Dr. 
Graves confessed this facttothem. It has 
been shown by several witnesses that the 
‘contents of the bottle was not tampered with 
after its receipt in Denver untilit passed in- 
to the hands of Mrs. Barnaby; therefore it 
must have contained the poison when Dr. 
Graves placed it in the mail. The motive 
Sor the crime lies in the fact shown in 
evidence that in the wili of Mrs. Barnaby 
Graves was a beneficiary tothe extent of $25,- 
000 and was named as sole executor of her 
estate, aggregating $100,000; that he feared a 
prolongation of her life might change their 
Felations and deprive him of his legacy. 

FEAR OF POISON, 

Among the many noticeable features of this 
case is the evidence of fear which has seized 
many people of Denver in regard to arsenical 
poisoning. No less than fifteen bottles of 
suspicious solutions have been brought to the 
Heaith Department at the City Hall for analy- 
sis and identification. They have been deliy- 
ered to Health Inspector Taylor for examina- 
tion. Mr. Taylor received these suspicious 
bottles with the dark, unforbidding liquid 
with eyes wide open with astonishment and 
facetiousness. Nevertheless he submitted 
their contents toa rigid examination and en- 
listed the services of Dr. Sewall in discover- 
ing whether their contents were deathly or 
harmless.

Men Who Failed and Suddenly Skipped 
Out From St. Louis atthe Time of the 
Robbery—Arrests Expected at Any 
Moment. . “ 


The police are again working on a 
clue in the Glendale train robbery 
case, and it is considered so strong and sig- 
nificant in the circumstantial evidence sur- 
rounding it that an early arrest of thie entire 
ang is now confidently predicted. The clue 

in questién is ‘iot a néW' one, but after being 
apparently droppod for a while has again 
been taken up. It connects the identity 
of the four train robbers with 
a certain Sst. Louis commission firm 
which suddenly went out of business almost 
immediately following the sensational Frisco 
hold-up at Glendale, some members of which 
disappeared from this city witha complete- 
ness that left not a single trace of their 
whereabouts behind. There was consider- 
able mystery about the failure of the firm; 
there was more mystery as to what became 
of some men connected with it, 
and the coilapse left many creditors 
to mourn a wreck that was most complete in 
every detail. The fact that the failure and 
disappearance came so closely upon the heels 
of the Glendale train robbery of course 
caused no comment atthe time, as beyond 
that fact there was no possible reason for 
connecting the two sensational happenings. 

But suddenly the police gota straight tip 
bearing upon the connection between the 
two. The tip at first resulted in naught. 
A certain recent development, however, lent 
more credence to the story, and the police 
began work on a doubletfail. That work 
was repaid in stich a way that it Is now stated 
the police are in hot chase afterthe missing 
members of thecollapsed commission firm, 
and believe that when they lo- 
cate them they will have the 
Glendale train robbers also located. 
Unless their calculations are all upset, the 
game will be bagged within a very short 
time, The police don’t seem to have any 
doubt whatever as to whothe robbers were, 
the only question being to locate them and to 
close in on all four of them at the same time, 
so that nota single one of them will escape. 
The police professed to take no stock in this 
clew when it was first talked of, and perhaps 
wisely fromtheir way of looking at things, 
but nevertheless they have been working on 
it, or else two or three keen observers who 
have been watching them have been misled. 

Chief of Detectives Desmond has returned 
from his long and mysterious trip on the 
Glendale train robbery case. He has no 
Statemantto make relative to what he ac- 
complished on that trip, but his manner in- 
dicates that he has cause to be tolerably well 
Satisfied with the resultsof his work of the 
past ten days. There is a second 
‘story afloat to the effect that 
the police are looking also for a 
quartette or quintette of young men whoup 
to the robbery were occupying a room they 
had rent edin the southern part of the city, 
and which they had fitted up with furniture 
bought on the installment plan. A good de- 
scription of these men was obtained by the 
police from the furniture store, and this is 
one of the clews they have been following 
up. Telegraphic news of the arrest of the 
men wanted may be expected from the West 
very soon, 

A ONE-SIDED JOKE. 

Mr. A. B. McCune, who lives at Glendale, 
near the scene of the Adams Express robbery, 
has beén considerably annoyed by ‘‘guying’’ 
friends, whc fixed upon him as a mysterious 
unnamed resident of the locality, who was 
interviewed in the Post-DiTraTcH of Dec. 6. 
Aside from the unwelcome pleasantries at 
greetings of friends and neighbors, the con- 
nection of his name with the investigation 
has been very undesirable. McCune fs a 
farmer, and has been a resident of this city 
and St. Louls County for forty-five years. 
The only interval was that of his 
services in the Confederate army, marked by 
personal bravery and distinguished service. 
After the war he returned to his old hume, 
where he has lived continuously since, en- 
joying an extensive acquaintance. His bus!i- 
ness engagements previous to the incident 
which has stirred him and his neighbors so 
considerably would have made it impossible 
for him to have told the stories given in pub- 
lished reports. Mr. McCune is a man of 
wide experience, butis much averseto hav- 
ing his good name figure in any connection 
with such episodes as the Glendale affair, 
either in joke or serious innuendo.

The armored cruiser New York is an 8,150- 
ton monster of such fine lines and graceful 
proportions that it is hard to realize that she 
is 380 feet 6 inches long, 64 feet 10 inches beam 
and 23 feet 3inches mean draught. The idea 
in planning so large a vessel was to insure 
our havinga fighting ship fully capable of 
coping with others of similar type in foreign 
navies. Inaddition her engine pewer was 
calculated at 16-500 horses, sothat she could 
go ata maximum speed oftwenty Knots and 
be fairly sure of overhauling almost all 
of the mail steamers that cross the ocean. 
The actual cost of this cruiseris $2,985 ,000, 


excluding the bonus that will be awarded 
her builders should she exceed a speed of 
twenty knots an houron her trial trip, and 
also not counting inthe cost of either her 
main or secondary battery and ammunition. 
This bonus isa large e, being $50,000 for 
every quarter of a knot ve the guaranteed 
twenty. Should, however, there be a speed 
of less than twenty knots, forfeits of a sim- 
ilar sum are to be paid. 

She will have four separate engines, each 
capable of developing 4,500-horse power. 
These engines are to be so arranged that 
they can be disconnected, leaving one to 
work each screw, should economy be the 
consideration. It will be observed that 
steam is to be the sole reliance, as no sails 
are to be carried. In consequence, her 
bunker capacity is large enough to admit of 
her proceeding 13,000 m#lies without touching 
anywhere for coal. No better vessel than 
this could we have for sending toChili,China, 
or any other distant place, where few dgesir- 
able opportunities are afforded for codling. 
Working as hard as her crew could work, it 
would, however, take fully a week to replen- 
ish her bunkers, were they once entirely emp- 
tied. A very serious consideration, indeed, 
jn these days when dispatch is sO Very neces- 
sary. 

Steam will be furnished from six boilers 
heated by eight furnaces. The type of 
boiler is what is known as the horizontal- 


return-fire-tubular, each 15 feet 9 inches in’

diameter, and 18 feet in length, the pressure 
of steam being 160 pounds to the square inch; 
the total grate surface 990 square feet; and 
the total heating surface 31,190 square feet. 
The bollers are all below the protective steel 
deck. Twoauxillary boilers for harbor use 
in condensing, pumping, running the ventil 

ating appliances, and keeping the electric 
light dynamos at work, etc., are to be em- 
placed above the protective deck. Aswill be 
seen, she is to have three smoke-stacks, in 
which particular there has been a change 
from the original designs. This is owing to 
changes made in her boiler arrangements, 
necessitating an additional smoke-stack. 

The main battery consists of six 8-inch 
rifles, 2342 feet in length and hurling at the 
rate of 2,100 feet per second a forged armor- 
ee here bolt of about 250 pounds weight. The 

arbettes on which these huge guns are to be 
monnted are to be 10 inches in thickness, and 
the shields for the protection of the crews 
that work them are to be 7 inchesthick. The 
intermediate battery is made up of twelve 
4-inch rapid-fire guns, capable of keeping up 
a perfect stream of shot and shell. o these 
powerful batteries is to be added the second- 
ary guns, some sixteen in number, varying 
in size, and throwing projectiles from the 
musket bali caliber upto steel shell of six 
pounds that could go through and through 
the sides of a torpedo boat, for fighting 
which they were particularly designed. 

The sloping armor beneath tho barbettes is 
five inches in thickness. On the broadsides 
the eight-inch guns will also be protocted by 

artial barbettes two inches thick. The 
our-inch guns will be in sponsons having 
fourinches protection. The buoyancy and 
stability will be secured by one partial belt 
of armor, a belt of water-excluding ma- 
terial, cellulose or woodite, and a complete 
protective deck. In the wake ofthe ma- 
chinery there is an additional armor belt five 
inches in thickness. The electric lighting 
plant includes four thirty-inch search-lights 
and 700 incandescent bulbs. The pumping, 
draining and ventilating systems are as com- 
plete as they can be. ‘

ON AMERICAN SOIL. 


United States Troops Attack Sixty of 


Garza’s Revolutionists., 


THE INTRUDERS ROUTED IN TWO LIGHT 
ENGAGEMENTS, 


Capt. Bourke in Command—Corporal Ea- 
strom Killed and Lieut. Hayes 
Wounded—Loss of the Enemy Un- 
known—An Attempt to Sack the Mexi- 
can Town of Camargo Defeated. 


LAREDO, Tex., Dec. 23.—The skirmish yes- 
terday between Mexican revolutionists- and 
United States troopsin Starr County, Tex., 
has caused a good deal of excitement in this 
city and, in fact, all along the Rio Grande. 
From the most reliable information that can 
be obtained of yesterday’s encounter it seems 
that Capt. Bourke and his handful of soldiers 
deserve great credit fortheir two attacks on 
the revolutionists,outnumbered three to one, 
as they were, and being unacquainted with 
the country. 

The first information the command at Fort 
Ringgold had of the location of the revolu- 
tionists came from United States Deputy 
Marsbal Banda of Hidalgo County, the next 
county on the Rio Grande below Starr 
County, and but one county from the Gulf. 
Banda’s information was that about sixty of 
Catarina Gargza’s men were encamped in 
Starr County, near the line of Hidalgo 
County, and not far from Retawal, from 
which point they expected to proceed during 
the night (night before last) to La Grulla, 
where they were to cross the Rio Grande and 
make a sudden attack on Camargo, which is 
quite an important town on the river and in 
the state of Tamaulipas, Mexico. This attack 
was to be a part of a general plan 
of Garza and his troops, said to 
number several hundred all told and which he 
has gathered together mostly on this side of 
the Rio Grande. They have been living in 
the woods encamped in small numbers at 
different points and supplied with money and 
provisions froma source and in a@ manner 
not yet definitely Known. One division or 
company was to rendezvous near Los An- 
geles, Encinal County, Tex., from whence 
they were to cross into Mexico at a point a 
few miles above this city, Laredo. Another 
division was to cross near VUarrizo, Tex., 
about sixty miles below here in Zapata 
County, with the purpose of drawing Mex!- 
can troops from Guerrero, on the opposite 
side of the river and from Mier and Camargo, 
a short distance below, to give a third body 
of revolutionists an opportunity to cross at 
La Grulla and attack Camargo. 

It was 6:30 o’clock Monday evening when 
the information was received at Rio Grande 
City, Tex., and it was necessary to move at 
once if the premeditated sacking of Camargo 
by tbe revolutionists was to be prevented. 
Capt. Bourke hurriedly left camp with Lieut. 
Charles Hayes and a few mounted men and 
were followed a little later By a wagonload 
of infantry, who went directly to La Grulla, 
where the revolutionists were to cross the 
river. The latter were awaited there by 
another United States Deputy Marshal, 
Thomas Garza, and made acquainted with 
the plans of his namesake’s forces so far as 
he knew them, 

Capt. Bourke had Lieut. Hayes and nine- 
teen privates and shortly after midnight 
advanced carefully upon the revelutionists. 
‘ihe challenge of the picket, ‘‘Quien Vive?’’ 
(who lives?) was not re lied to, whereupon 
the picket and a comrade fired on the Amert- 
can soldiers, but without effect. Capt. 

sourke’s men quickly responded, firing three 
volleys ‘kneeling, with what effect is not 
known. The entire force of revolutionists, 
reported as about sixty in number, broke and 
ran and were soon out of sight in the dark- 
hess. 

Capt. Bourke and his command then 
marched to Retarnal Springs, expecting to 
meet them again, and Gid so about noon yes- 
terday. Another attack was made, and this 
timetwo ofthe American soldiers fell, Cor- 
poral Chas. 8S. Edstrom with three bullets in 
his body, and Lieut. Hayes with a slight 
wound in his chest. The attack was kept up 
until the revolutionists retreated again, tak- 
ing their dead and wounded with them. The 
result of the shooting done bythe United 
States soldiers is still unknown. 

Private Loyd of the Third United States 
Cavalry was captured by the Garza forces, 
but he made his escape and got back to his 
company allright. Lieut. Hayes’ horse was 


also recovered and one of the horses of the} 


enemy was captured with a Winchester rifle, 
120 rounds of cartridges, a saddle, bridle and 
sombrero, on which wasa white badge with 
the letters, ‘‘Libres fFrontierzos’’ (free 
frontier). 

Three of the revolutionists were captured 
later at La Grulla by Capt. Bourke and are 
now in the guard- house there. 

A company of twenty-five mounted infan- 
trymen left here (Ft. McIntosh) last Monday 
tojoina company of cavalry under Capt. 
Hardie that has been out several days lo0ok- 
ing for the Mexican revolutionists 
said to be in this vicinity. They are accom- 
panied by a number of State Rangers anda 
Sheriff’s posse from this city, but nothing 
has been heard from them as yet. 

Afew days ago one of Garza’s men was 
captured by six State Rangers but they were 
forced by a band of revolutionists, number- 
ing some seventy-five men, to let him go. 
This band was followed the next 

by United States troops until 

men crossed the river 

between Ft. Ignacio 

and Carrizo. The revolutionists reached the 

river ten hours ahead of the United States 

soldiers. At the crossing the bandits killed 

three of the guards of the Mexican Custom- 
house at that point and also a woman. 

It is reported here that this body of revolu- 
tionists were met by a company of Mexican 
soldiers on the Salado ver not far from 
Carrizo, but’ the report needs confirmation. 
A prisoner locked up at Nuevo Laredo, across 
the river from here, is said to have been 
captured in that skirmish. 

Ranchmen 1. Encinal County complain that 
their beeves and mutton were stolen and 
killed by the gang of outlaws. They think it 
is high time that a stop of some kind was put 
to bands of this kind recruiting in the United 
States territory and molesting citizens. Mat- 
ters begin to assume the same phase which 
characterized that of the Cortini outbreak 
here many years ago, when neither property 
or life was safe. It is certain that Mexico can- 
not look after these marauders when they 
are on American soil, and Uncle Sam will 
have to devise some means to do it if he 
wishes to protect his citizens. 

The squad of soldiers that left here day be- 
fore yesterday in search of the bandits is sald 
to have been out on orders received 
from Washington.

Archbishop Ireland Answered by Editor 
Pallen and a Jesuit. 


THE 8ST. PAUL PRELATE’S CRITICISM 
AROUSES HIS OPPONENTS. 


How Mr. Pallen Was Rebuked by B‘shop 
Keane, and How He Ketaliated on the 
Distinguished Divins -- The ‘‘Church 
Progress’’ Editor’s Arswer to Arch- 
bishop Ireland—Churchmen Differ. 


Archbishop Ireland’s attack on the oppon- 
ents of the Faribault plan, and Dr. Bonquil- 
lon’s view of the Catholic educational ques- 
tion published in last evening’s Post-DIs- 
PATCH created a great deal of surprise inthis 
city. Anumber of his remarks were aimed 
directly at St. Louis people and they are not 
disposed to rest easy under his castigation. 
As explained in last evening’s paper, the art- 
icle which appeared in this paper on Sunday, 
vec, 13,anent the educational question which 
the New York Herald copied on the following 
Sunday as a special dispatch, was 
the cause of the Ireland interview. 


IRELAND’S STATEMENT A SURPRISE. 

Archfishop Ireland’s statement to the Her- 
ald reporter that the educational question 
was not brought up by the archbishops dur- 
fing the jubliee celebration comes in the nalt- 
ure of a surprise. It bas been understood here 
right along that inasmuchas the subject of 
education was made one of the principal 
topics on the programme at the next Catholic 
congress it was very thoroughly discussed 
by the archbishops while oytlining the 
work of the congress. Itis well known tivat 
Archbishop Ireland’s position by reason of 
his advocacy ofthe Fairbauit plan is a very 
difficult one  inasmucha as he 
tween two fires, the criticism of 
lics who are not in (favor of 
plan and the criticism of Protestants 
who are opposed toit. The wide publicity 
given the Archbisbop’s little arrangement up 
at Fairbault ts not exactly what he desired. 

A little incident which occurred at a dinner 
party given by Nr. Theophile «Papin 
to some of the prelates during 
jubilee week serves to show § that 
the educational question was ever uppermost 
in the minds of some ecclesiastics even white 
indulging in social pleasures. bishop Keane 
of the Wahington University, of which Dr. 
Bonquillion is a professor, and Mr. Conde B. 
Pallen, the editor of the Church 
Progress and a most uncompromising 
opponent of the Faripault plan and Dr. Bon- 
guillon’s principles, were among the gueSts. 
Asthe party was leaving the dining-room 
Bishop Keane detained Mr. Pallen untii the 
guests had departed and then proceeded to 
read him a severe lecture for his attacks on 
the Faribault plan and Archbishop 
Ireland. The Bishop waxed itirogical anu 
is said to bave told Mr. Palien that he seemed 
to think his principal mission was to keep the 
American hierarchy within the pale of the 
church. The Bishop thought that Mr. Pallen 
was interesting himself unnecessarily in the 
matter and expressed a fear 
that he might overburden himself 
with the self-imposed task. Mr. Palien did 
not deem it necessary to make areply or in- 
dulge in any argument with his eclesiastical 
superior. He quietly biced his time and last 
week published an editorial 
tract from an article by 
Keane in the North 
Review of June,1885, in which tnat prelate con- 
demns strongly the schools in which religious 
influences are banished from the daily curric- 
ulum, and speaks with eminent disfavor of 
arrangements similartothe Faribault plan. 
In fact he appears in the light of an ardent 
supporter of the views which he took Mr. 
Pallen to task for advocating. 

EDITOR PALLEN INTERVIEWED. 

Mr. Pallen, the aggressive young editor 
who was referred to in strong terms in Arch- 
bishop Ireiland’s interview, was seen this 
morning in the editorial sanctum of the

Certainly if the home cannot make up for this 
fatal lack of positive religious instruction 
and influence in the school-room for a 
stronger reason, a half hour’s catechism 
aftera longday of neutral instruction can 
not supply the deplorable omission. I De- 
lieve, as Bishop heane states in 
an article in the North Amer - 
ican Review of June, 1885, that religion 
to be reai should regulate aman’s whole 
conduct. Henceits influence ought to per- 
vade the whole training which prepares for 
life’sduties and therefore oughtto be con- 
stantly felt inthe school. Toleave it out of 
the scnool fora generation ortwo would be 
logically to divorce it fromthe lives of the 
puplis and in time drive them from indiffer- 
ence to hostility. 

‘‘Archbishop Ireland’s reference to the 
letter of 1875 I do nottbink to be applicable 
to the present case forit can only be inter- 
preted in the light of the decrees of the Third 
Council of Baltimore upon which it was 
based. That Council permits a Bishop to 
aliow: children to attend a State school in 
particular individual cases, and can by no 
means be construed as a permission for a 
whole congregation to seud their children to 
a State school, especially when a parochial 
scloe! in every respect as good as the pub- 

school, as Archbishop Ireland in- 
the Faribault school was, has 
established and should

HOLLAIND DEFENDED. 

Archbishop Ireland’s ailusion to the an- 
tiquity of the arguments of the Jesuit Priest, 
Dr. Rene Hollaind, will not be allowed to 
pass unnoticed by the members 
or that order. A learned and 
distinguished member of that order con- 
nected with the st. Louis University in 
speaking of the matter this morning, sald: 
‘*Truth is eternal. It never changes, or 
grows old ornew. There is nothing so obsti- 
nate as a principle, it can never change, 
though the application of it may vary 
with circumstances. The Archbishop says 
that Fr. Hollaind’s arguments are ancient but 
I cannot see how that can be. Jansen ‘De 
Facultate Docendi,’ from whom, he princi- 

ally draws his arguments, published his 

ok In 1855. r. Catherein, Von 
Hammerstein, Casta Rosetti, Meyer and other 
eminent writers on this subject on whom 
he drew free!y are all recent. Many of them 
are still living. Fr. Hollaind’s arguments 
represent our views. ‘The Faribault plan is 
too new tobe discussed impartially. Some 
Say it isa neutral school. f it is the Pope’s 
létter to the Bavarian Bishops in 1887 and the 
recent encyclical on Christian citizenship 
condemn them in unequivocal terms. 

‘*The danger of attending neutral schools 
arises from the fact that the instructor may 
not be imbued with religious principles, He 
mey be an agnostic, anda careless remark, 
dropped unintentionally err ora dis- 
torted view he may hold, wii ya the 
youthful mind and bear bitter fruit in the fu- 
ture. Bishop Keane is right when he says 
that the religious influence ought to pervade 
the whole training and ought to be con- 
stantly felt in the class-room.’’

THE GRIP GERM. 
St. Louis Medical Men Giving Much At- 
tention to a Study of It. 

The prevalence ofthe grip has made the 
dréau affliction a subject of much study to 
physicians and interest to those fortunate 
laity who are not sick abed with it. Ail the 
doctors of the city have their hands full in 
attenaing to patients suffering from in- 
fluenza and the hospital wards are filed with 
sufferers too poor to receive proper care at 
home. 

The eminent practitioners of the city have 
taken up the earnest study of the disease, 
At the last meeting of the Medical Society 
held Saturday evening, Dr. Ladwig Bremer 
reada paper entitied ‘‘Some Points in the 
Anatomy and Etiology of Influenza-Pnreu- 
monia.’’ 

AN INTERESTING REVIEW. 

The doctor introduced his subject with 
statement that ‘‘the course of the milder type 
of the disease rarely threatens the Iiife 
of the patient if the chief localization of the

After a detailed account of the erent 
stages of the disease, the doctor ret ed to 
the interesting little animal that is at the 
bottom ofthe epidemic. ‘*Whether or not it 
is possible,’’ he said, ‘‘to establish the mys- 
terious germ of this scourge, which proves so 
fatal in its immediate and so baleful in its 
secondary effects, at the end of the present 
epidemic, is a matter of uncertainty 
Judging from the results thus far obtained 
from the most laborious and instaking re- 

our present methods of search 

seem to be e usted and not much further 
light can be expected from them. 
Two years ago, when the same epidemic 
visited our city, 1 exhibited to this 
society, both in the test tube and under the 
microscope, what!I had found asa frequent 
rasite in influenza. A month or so later, 
ong cable dispatches to the press of this 
country stated that the same pathogenic 
germ had been discovered by a bacteriologist 

n Vienna. I believe t! at other observers be- 
side me had seen the micro- or- 
gantsm without attaching any exclusive 
etiological importance toit. The ubiquity of 
this parasite, its variability, its energies of 
growth and development, and its incon- 
stancy of form, which permits it to be con- 
founded with other similar microbes, im- 
poses on the investigator the greatest 
ceserve in drawing conclusions from 
the findings of ft itm the diseased 
lung of influenza patients. Indeed it is 
probable that It marks only a secondary in- 
vasion anda pneumonia supervenes on in- 
flUuenza as it does on typhoid fever or 
malarial disease, the germ of the lang troubie 
having nothing tn common with the one 
which produces the original affectton.’’ 

The Doctor judged from this that influenza 
is nothing but a typical form of erysipelas. 
He concluded with a brief resume of some of 
his own experiments with cultivated bac- 
teria, from the lungs of persons dead from 
influenza.

Broker James Campbell Buys the 
- euscher Distillery Property. 


THE DEAL SUPPOSED TO MEAN A NEW 
| ELECTRIC POWER PLANT. 


It Was Closed on the Day of Mr. Camp- 
bell’s Retirement From the Presidency 
of the Municipal Electric Light Co.— 
The Transfer Not Yet Recorded—Some 
Interesting Developments. 


There was a significant development this 
morning in the progress of events leading to 


‘ the Municipal Electric Light Co.’s forfeiture 


of its contract for the city lighting. The de- 
velopment was one that has set financial 
circles and city officialsin a ripple of some- 
what excited conjecture as to its exact mean- 
ing, and has also caused a rumor to gain 
currency to the effect that a new electric 
light plant was to be established in st. Louts, 
which would have a strong bearing upon the 
present electric light situation. 

The development in question was the fact 


that Mr. James Campbell, the acting presi- } 


dent of the Municipal Electric Li a an 
Power Co., has just concluded a deal®y which 
he becomes the owner of property Sma@t has 
long been spoken of as the possible & and 
building to be occupied by a new elegtric light 
plant in St. Louis. This property, known to 
have been purchased by . Mr, pbell only 
within the past few days, the massive 
bullding known as theold Teuscher Distillery, 
located on St. Louls avenue, Detween First 
and Second streets. Thé fact of its purchase 
by Mr. Campbell first became current this 
morning, amd thére were certain at- 
tendant circumstances which apparent- 
ly furnished ground for con- 
necting the deal with the pending 
negotiations hetween the city and the Munic- 
ipal Electp’. Light & Power Co. regarding the 
latter’s tén-year contract forthecity lght- 
ing. 
SECRESY ABOUT THE DEAL. 

On Friday last the sale of the Teuscher dis- 
tillery property to Mr. Campbell was con- 
summated by the payment of the eamest 
money. There was considerable secrecy 
about the deal, and the record of transfer has 
not yet been made, but this much was 
learned through Third street cir- 
cles to-day, and the statement made that 
Finaneler Campbellis now the owner ofa 
distillery plant inaddition to his numerous 
other interests. The significant feature of 
this deal lies in the fact that also on Friday 
last Mr. Campbell ceased to be President of 
the Municipal Electric Light Co.; that Mr. R, 
T. McDonald of Ft. Wayne, Ind., was elected 
in his place, and that Mr. McDonald an- 
nounced on that day that the Municipal 
Electric Light Co. would relinquish its 
present contract with the city, ask 
for an increase in the price now paid for the 
city lighting, viz., from $74.95 per light to $130 
per light, and failing to obtain that increase, 
pay to the city the $50,000 provided for in the 
contract and abandon the same, 

The Laclede Gas Light Co. has always stood 
in the position of a probable bidder forthe 
lighting of St. Louts by jelectricity in the 
event of any break between the Municipaland 
the municipal government. Mr. Campbell 
has been associated with the Laclede com- 
pany in nearly all of its more important 
moves for the past few years. Thereisan 
impression cwrrent in financial circles that 
these two facts might be put together with 
advantage in studying the latest develop- 
ment in the electric lignt situation. 

Immediately upon learning of the sale of 
the Teuscher distillery property to Mr. 
Campbell, a Post-DISPATCH reporter went 
this morning to see that gentleman relative 
tothe deal. The visit resulted in a confirma- 
tion of the story of the deal itself, Dut beyond 
that Mr. Campbell declined to discuss the 
matter, 

**IT have bought the Teuscher Distillery,’’ 
said he, ‘‘from the Distilling & Cattle Feed-

splendid building for certain 
purposes, being 160x95 feet, and the whole 
tract being 300x160 feet. The sale has been 
closed and I have made the first payment of 
$1,000 to bind the trade. The property is now 
mine, but the transfer has not yet been made. 
I must decline to state the price paid for the 
property.’’ 

**You say it is well adapted for certain pur- 
poses, Mr, Campbell. For what purpose do 
you propose to use it? 

**There are certain reasons that prevent 
my stating that purpose at present.’’ 

**Was it purchased as the site for a new 
electric power plant?’’ 

**I must decline also to answer that ques- 
tion,’’ replied Mr. Campbell. : 

‘*Has the purchase any bearing upon the 
present electric light situation?’’ 

‘‘Ilcannot answer any direct or indirect 
Questions of that nature, AslIsaid, there 
a reasons for my remaining silent at pres- 
ent.’’ 

‘The general impression is, Mr. Campbell, 
that your purchase of the property means 
that a new electric light plant is to be estab- 
lished inst. Louis. Does that meana rival 
for the Municipal company or an enlarge- 
ment of that company’s plant?’’ 

‘*Is it probable that there will be a rival in 
the feld when the Municipal is not making 
money as it is?’’ 

‘“‘Idon’tanswer your question, but there 
is no reason whythere should be any talk 
ewe & rival company coming into the 

eld.’ 

Mr. Campbell declined to answer any 
further questions asto his purchase of the 
Teuscher Distillery, but expressed himself 
freely as to the future course of the Muni» 
cipal Electric Light Co., of which he is still a 
director, 

THE MUNICIPAL’S BUSINESS. 

‘*‘Mr. McDonald, the new President, will be 
in St. Louls again this week,’’ said he. ‘‘and 
will probably remain for some days, rhatli 
Say now isan expression of his views as he 
bas expressed himself to me. 

‘‘The Municipal Co. is 
force the city to come its terms, 
hor is it dependent upon the city 
lighting contract for its business. It is work- 
ing in a legitimate business way for its own 
interests, as I will now explain. The company 
lias a far larger and more remunerative field 
oifered to it than that of the city lighting. It 
has at present an arc plant of 6,000 lights ca- 
pacity. It has in use about 3,300 lights, public 
and private, It is putting in incandescent and 
—— dynamos and expects to have in service 

y the fall of 1892 at least 80,000 incandescent 
lights. With this extension of capacity, the 
electric power business is developing to such 
an extent that the company sees where it can 
utilize allthis power now eniployed for arc 
lighting that does not pay into electric 
power that will pay far more than any ad- 
vance it could expect from the city, The at- 
tempt therefore, to secure that advance 
is not a demand, it is a 
Piain business proposition. Ifthe city does 
not see fitto make the advance, it is to the 
Municipal company’s interests to pay the 
forfeit of $50,000 and go into the business of 
supplying electric power, in which there is 
bound to be wonderful development in the 
next few years. Sothat the whole question 
is simply as to what is most profitable for 
the company to do. Mr. McDonald has 
no intention of saying to the 
city: ‘You must pay this advance or we will 
shut off the lights,’ he will merely cause an 
ordinance to be introduced in the Municipal 
Assembly asking for the increase in price 
and this he expects will cause a discussion of 
the situation that will aid in the increase 
being granted. The Municipal company 
made @ mistake in its estimates when it en- 
tered into that contract, and itis is now 
willing to pay $50,000 for that mistake and be 
then at liberty to do a profitable business. 
The city need not be disturbed by this course. 
Ifit should appear tothe city more profit. 
able to have bids submitted for the city 
lighting that could be done. should the 
contract be let to other parties, the Muni- 
cipal company would In the interim continue 
the lighting and charge the successful bidder 
arate based upon hisbid. YThisis the gen- 
eraltenor of Mr. McDonald's views as ex- 
pressed to me.’’

Editorial Conference, 


WHY SOME OF THE CHERISHED PLANS 
WERE NOT CARRIED OUT. 


A Most Significant Opposition to High 
Tariff Editorials—Whya Plan for Fur- 
nishing Them Wholesale Was Aban- 
doned—The Germans and the Schoc 
Laws—Not a Love Feast. 


SPRINGFIELD, Dll., Dec. 25.—Since the ad- 
nt ofthe meeting of the Republican 
editors held in thiscity, the conclusion he 
been arrived at that the gathering did f 
more harm than good to the party, and it 
more than likely that there will not be an 
other meéting, at least for some time te 
come. The object of the meeting was tc 
secure unity of action on national and State 
measures, but discord rather than concord 
was the result, as is shown by what has 
since cropped out concerning some discus- 
sions in committee. 

A proposition had been submitted to the 
Executive Committee, and they had deter- 
mined to favorably recommend it to the as- 
sociation,to provide each country paper one 
in two weeks with 120 inches of plate matte 
in regard to the tariff. The price to 0 
charged was 15 cents 4 foot. When the Exece 
tive Committee met, the night before, the 
discovered that quite a number of the edito 
would not use the plates unless they advo 
cated a reduction of the tariff ona large num 
ber of articles. They sald the placing o 
sugar on the free list and the consequent re- 
duction in price had opened the eyes of man 
who had been blindly following the protec 
tion theorists; andthe men who had here 
tofore been loud in thetr demands for highe 
duties were now insisting that ail artich 
needed by the masses should be placed upor 
a@ like basis with sugar. When attention w 
called to the bounty which was paid upe 
sugar, the farmers rebelled because thej 
could not see why the sugar-raisers shoul 
receive a bounty while the corn and whe 
raisers received none. This effectually di 
posed of the plate matter and it was ne 
mentioned. 

Ged. Smith D. Atkins was down for an ac 
Gress on the public schools, and it was ff 
tended to have a general discussion of thi 
subject and follow it up with a resolution in 
dorsing che action of the Republicans in th 
last State Senate in refusing to amend th 

Here another diff 
culty presented itself. 

A number of editors publishing papers tf 
communities where there are Germans ga 
the committee to understand that an ip 
dorsement of the action of the Senate wo 
keep the Germans Inthe Democratic party 
even if they were not theretostay. The 
men were very emphatic in their denuncia 
tion of the action of the Republican branc 
of the Legislature in not redeeming the pledg 
the party made in its platform. Not or 
this, but they were unanimous in the opinio 
that fully three-fourths of the Germans wh 
bad heretofore been Republicans had le 
that party for good and all and would vo 
with the Democrats. Thus it came avpot 
that another important question W 
shelved. 

It was intended that Senator Mathes, th 

/ President of the association, would give 
history of the last Legislature and point ¢ 
how the Senate had been the means of 
ducing the State tax levy. The editors livit 
in agriculttral communities were up in arm 
over the manner in which the Senate 
whitewashed the Chicago stock-yards ar 
defeated all legisiation in the Interest of tt 
farmers. The greater part of these disagree, 
ments were kept quiet at the time, buta 
now coming to the front.

Some Inside History of the Republican

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec, 23.—Since the ad- 
journment of the meeting of the Republican 
editors held in this city, the conclusion has 
been arrived at that the gathering did far 
more harm than good to the party, and it Is 
more than likely that there will not be an- 
other meeting, at least for some time to 
come. The object of the meeting was to 
secure unity of action on national and State 
measures, but discord rather than concord 
wasthe result, as is shown by what has 
since cropped out concerning some discus- 
sions in committee. 

, proposition had been submitted to the 
Executive Committee, and they had deter- 
ed to favorably recommend it to the as- 
sociation,te provide each country paper once 
in two weeks with 120 inches of plate matter 
in regard to the tariff. The price to be 
charged was 15 cents a foot. When the Execu- 
ommittee met, the night before, they 
covered that quite a number of the editors 
would notuse the plates unless they advo-

THREATENS THE PRESIDENT. 


Ada Loftus Suffering From Homt- 
cidal Insanity. 

New Yor«, Dec. 23.—‘*Shall sail at once tor 
the United States and will go direct to Wash- 
ington. My purpose will be to see the Presi- 
dent. Hecanhelp me. If he refusesI will 
remove him. There will be no President.’’ 

According to Rudolph V. Martinsen of No. 
58 East Fifty-fourth street this threat against 
the life of President Harrison was contained 
ina letter sent to Lorin A. Lathrop, the 
United States Consul at Bristol, England, 
some months ago by Mrs. Ada Loftus, who Is 
Mr. Martinsen’s mother fn-law, 

Mrs. Loftus arrived here ia the steamer 


Britannic, Sunday. Going tothe Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel she told how her son in-law had 
persecuted her and had secured her incar- 
ceration in alunatic asylum in France, from 
which he had recently escaped. Ona war- 
rant secured by her son-in-law she was ar- 
rested on Monday and was committed to 
Bellevue Hospital for examinatiou as to her 
sanity. Drs. Field and Fitch Doughiass and 
McDonaid made the examination yesterday, 
and asa result she will probably be taken to 
Bloomingdale Asylum to-day. Mr. Martin- 
sen, the son-in-law, is President of the Max- 
well Land Grant Co. 

In her story of commitment to an asylum 
in Paris, Mrs. Loftus says: 

**My son -in- law, Martinsen,decoyed me in- 
toa room in Paris and began a torrent of 
abuse. lstood it until he began to defame 
my father. Then inanger 1 struck at him. 
The doors were thrown open, and there stood 
Dr. Charcot, Dr. Motte and Trainor. 1 hey 
decided among themselves that I was insane, 
and 1 was takentothe asylum. Martinsen 
bragged that he was rid of me for life, but 
after three months’ shameful treatment I 
was released by order of the United States 
Consul in Paris,’ 

Mrs. Loftus says that upon her release from 
the asylum she went to live in London at her 
house, Beaufort mansion, where she re- 
mained until ready to sall for New York. 

**Mrs. Loftus is insane,’’ Mr. Martinsen 
said to-day, ‘‘and in justice toher, lam 
forced to proceed against her. Itis perfect- 
ly true, as she says, that 1 secured her com- 
mitment to an asylum in Paris. She has

nsane,

The prospects ofa fight between Sullivan 
and Slavin now appear very bright. It was

In all his previous authenticated interviews 
Slavin spoke in a.very business-Hke, strajght- 
forward and reasonable manner, Me has 
been grossly misrepresented by Police 
Gazette, who, to annoy’ , bas pub- 
lished a lot of bombast which {% has attrib- 
uted to Slavin. .§ THER ‘the country 
is full of sporting writers wh have Sullivan 
asa god, and they have een wilfully mis- 
representing the Austrglian. They have not 
only quoted him fals@jy, but have made it 
appear that he has been bluffing and, that 
when Sullivan Wanted to fight him, Slavin 
fied the country, The fact is that Slavin 
offered to réfpain here to fight the American, 
but imsisteg that if he surrendered the pass- 
age he Nad engazed to England, that Sullivan 
shoulg postpone his Australian tripanda fight 
him? before going to the antipodes. Slavin 
V8ry justly refused to permit the Boston boy 
to use him as an advertisement on his Aus- 
tralian tour, by traveling through that coun- 
try as matched to fight itschampion. Slavin 
ted a forfeit to binda match, but Sulli- 
van’s friends, who issued the challenge evad- 
They made several engage- 
mentsto meet Siavinand make the match, 
but failed tokeepany ofthem. Slavin sailed 
on a Saturdsy, and the following Monday the 
Sullivan party posted their forfeit with an- 
otherchallenge. This is the way they drove 
Slavin from the country. 

When the Australian was here before he 
denounced the challeges pubiished tn the 
Police Gazette as coming from him as ‘‘fakes.’’ 
Since his departure from this country the 
pink-tinted sheet has continued to publish 
alleged matter from him and as soon as he 
landed Slavin deciared he would call Editor 
Harding to account for it. The following 
New York telegram to the Cincinnail £n- 
quirer details his meeting with Harding and 
also gives what is no doubt a correct state- 
ment of what Slavin said about fighting 
Sillivan: 

Col. Bill Harding isanervy man. He called on the 
fighters, as he had heard that Slavin had sworn to 
mop the ground with him for writing letters over 
Slavin’s signature. It wasa bad job, and the Colonel 
conciuded he had hetter get it out of the way at once, 
s0 after using up astick of stove polish on his mus- 
tache he went upto sSiavin and stuck out his fin and 
said: ‘*i wrote those letters, Slavin, only- to keep 
your game going. Are you on?’’ 

‘‘lam,’’ growled the Austraiian, **but you don’t 
wanttodoitagain. Are you on’?’’ 

‘*l am, and won’t,’’ responded the Colonel. Then 
thev all hit the bar 

The Australian did managetosay: ‘‘*I would like 
to meet Sullivan, but that engagement of hisisa 
hard difficulty to overcome. He told me he would 
meet meafter his Austraiian tour, but when that 
ended he took on another engagement. If I meet 
him at all it ought to be within ten weeks, be- 
cause after that time I must drop every 
thing and get ready for Jackson on May 20. How- 
ever, [am willingto makea match with him if he 
will make a date within a year, because after that 
time lam going to quitthe ring. No man ever made 
a fortune init, or ever will, and I think Lhave brains 
enough to make money at something else, perhaps 
sheep-raising in Australia. Fightingis all talk and 
little cash, and you're in hot watereonstantiv. Fast 
living is bad for an athiete, butifa fighter don’t Live 
speedily sports won't have anything to do with him. 
Ali my fighting has got to be done in 1892, and I will 
try and get on all the matches I! can,’”’ 

The above sounds more like what Slavin 
would say than the statements published 
here as coming from him, and shows that 
while be would prefer to meet Sullivan in- 
side of ten weeks, he realizes the difficulty of 
making such a match, and is willing to bind 
&a match to take place any time within a year, 
If Sullivan has any desire to fight the Aus- 
tralian he can certainly do so within a year. 
Slavin, yesterday, alter trying toarrangea 
fight with Sullivanto take place within tten 
weeks, and failing, agreed to’°cover Sulll- 
van’s forfeit of $2,500 fur a fight for $10,000 a 
side, to take place next September. The 
Australian istocover Sullivan’s money next 
Tuesday withthe understanding that if he Is 

defeated by Jackson, the match may be de- 
Clared off by the American.

MYER KNOCKS OUT CARROLL. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Dec. 23.—Billy Myer of 
Streator, lll,, won the light weight fight here 
last night for a purse of $5,099, knocking out 
Jimmy Carroll in the forty-third round. The 
fight throughout was marked by cautious 
work on both sides, Myer remaining on the 
defense principally until the fight had pro- 


gressed cpnsiderably. The rink of the 
Olympic Athietic Club was jammed with hun- 
dreds of eager spectators. There were vis- 
itors from the East and from California and a 
large number of well-Known sporting men 
from other localities. 

Myer was seconded by his brother, Eddy 
Myer, Link Pope and Alf Kennedy, and Car. 
roll by Bob Fitzsimmons, Johnny Griflin, 
Austin Gibbons and James Robinson. Prot. 
John Duffy acted as referee. The two men 
weighed at the ring-side, Carroll registering 
18542 pounds and Myer 188%. President Noel 
advised the fighters of the rules and restric- 
tions they must observe, Charles vrolla was 
master of ceremonies; R. M. Frank, club 
timekeeper; Emil Fischer, timekeeper for 
Myer, and J. J. Leonard for Carroll. Police 
Capt. Barrett weighed the gloves and pro. 
nounced them upto the legal weight of five 
ounces. 

The men stepped into the ring and shook 
hands shortly atter 9 o’clock and went right 
to work. The first round was marked by 
feinting on both sides, and ended with no 
blows struck. The second round both landed 
once or twice with no noticeable results. 

The third round gave Myer first blood and 
closed a little in favor of Carroll. 

For the next six or seven rounds the men 
did some fast work and ciose in-fighting, 
Myer lost his temper for a moment, but 
steadied himself.

HOEY AT HOLLYWOOD. 


He Talks About the Settlement With the 
Adams Express Co. 

NEW York, Dec. 23,—The public has been 
informed that John Hoey, the deposed Presi- 
dent of the Adams Express Co., has made 
restitution. Mr. Henry Sanford, the new 
head of the corporation, says that the value 
of lioey’s property turned over to the com- 
pany amounts to halfa million dollars. 

Hoey is now at Long Branch, and was in- 
terviewed there by a newspaper representa- 


tive, who found Mr. Hoey feeding Nis swans 
at Hollywood. 

Mr. Hoey never looked better. 
were borne with a sturdiness his intimates 
had not séen for months. He seemed to feel 
Ifke his old self, and when he was asked 
about the settlement of his financial troubles 
with the Adams Express Co., whose fiduciary 
and managing head he had been so long, he 
answered cheerilly: 

‘*O, that’s ali been told; enoughof it any 
how for the public.’’ 

‘*But Mr. Hoey, the papers have printed so 
much about your relations with the Express 
company, and so much has been said about 
allegedanismanagement of funds, tiiat curi- 
osity about the settlement may be pardoned. 
Have all the suits against you been with- 
drawn?’’ 

‘*Yes. The settlement is perfectly satis- 
factory to both sides. I am down here now 
to see that Hollywood is kept in trim.’’ 

After a little while Mr. Hoey made this 
statement: 

‘‘If you remember, I said in my letter of 
resignation as a member of the Board of 
Managers of the Express Co. that if it were 
found that | was indebted to the company for 
any amount I would cheerfully pay it. I 
could have held my position on the board, 
but as allthe members were antagonistic it 
was better for me to resign. I did not be- 
lieve lowed the company one dollar. I ap- 
peared in the Sherburne swit in a straight- 
forward way and gave my testimony. They 
could not hold me for a dollar on that. It 
was the subsequent purchase of Boston 
Dispatch stock that was doubtful. Mr. Dins- 
more advised on his deathbed the purchase 
ofthat stock by the company. I owneda 
large part ofit,and it was my faultthatI 
voted for its purchase,when acting as trustee 
of the company. 

**At first ny lawyers thought that I wasin 
no way liable tothe Adams Express Co.. but 
atter further consideration they thought the 
courts might possibly hold me for my vote. 
I did not own any stock in the Adams Ex- 
press Co., and when! went in for the New 
England properties—the Boston Dispatch and 
the Kinsley Express Co.—I did itas an indli- 
vidual speculation, William Bb. Dinsmore, 
then President of the company, bought the 
first Datch from Sherburne, Taft, myself 
and Spooner, and he advised the purchase 
ofthe restinorderto give our company the 
control of the properties. As I said, asa 
trustee [ voted for that purchase, and the 
lawyers thought the question so delicate that 
long litigation would follow. 

‘“‘I was notin a position toendure a long 
lawsuit. They had puta lis pendens on all 
my property. The mortgage I had giventoa 
bank in order todraw money necessary for 
the every-day expenses of the hotel next 
summer, Was rendered void by thelis pen- 
dens. Every source of monetary supply to 
me was stopped. Icould not raise a daollar, 
My chief revenue is derived from the Holly- 
wood Hotel and cottages. Without money 1 
could not run them, and you can readily see 
why I consented to settle.’’ 

‘*‘You did not settle then, because you 
thought you should?’’ 

**No, Idid it because it was my only re 
source. I would have preferred tofight and 
re-establish my reputation that for half a 
century had stood unsullied in New York.’’

Parnellite Victory in Yesterday's Elec- 
tion at Waterford. 


AN UNEXPECTED BLOW TO THE M’CAR- 
THYITE FACTION. 


New Lease of Life Given the Dead Lead 
er’s Party—Michsael Davitt Surpris 
and Disappointed—London’s Black Fe 
Still Holds and Many Lives Have Beer 
Lost—Foreign News. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 24.—The result of the election 
which took place yesterday at Waterford fo 
a member of Parliament to succeed the lat 
Richard Power was made known this morn- 
ing. To the surprise ofthe political proph- 
ets, Mr. John E. Redmond, the Parneillite 
candidate, easily defeated the MecCarthytt 
representative, Mr. Michael Davitt. Th 
polling was as follows: Mr. John E. Red 
mond (Parnellite), 1,725; Mr. Michael Davit 
(MecCarthyite), 1,229. Majority for Mr. Red 
mond, 497. 

This victory was a heavy blow to the Me 
Carthyites, who were confident of victory 
and will serve togive a new lease of life to the 
Parnellite party. It is now believed to = 
certain that the followers of the late MF 
Parnell as represented under the leadershig 
of Mr. Redmond will win a number of othe 
seats and be able to maintain themselvesa 
a distinct party for some time to come. rh 
Parnellites had been driven into their las 
intrenchment, into the last ditch, but the 
rallied nobly, fought with the most grim de 
termination, and have handsomely routed 


their enemies. 

The number of registered electors at th 
last election, by which the late Mr. Richa 
Power (ahome-ruler) was returned upop 
posed, was 3.946 and 2,%4 votes were cas 
yesterday for the two candidates. It wil 
thus be seen that ebout one-thousand peopl 
abstained for one reason and another frog 
voting. 

The Parnellites are jubilant, of course, ar 
gay that their victory arises from the fac 
that the priests were unable to coerce WU 
Waterford electors, as they had previous 
coerced the Cork and other voters who have 
given majorities: against Parnellites withit 
the past few months. 

Solate as yesterday evening the gone 
opinion in political. circles was that M 
Davitt had won and before the polls we 
opened it was predicted on all sides that bh 
would win by about 500 majority. The resul 
shows how badly the political prophets ¢ 
be mistaken and proves that there is 8 
considerable vitality in the party fightis 
beneath the banner of the late ©. &. Parne 
Naturally the Parnellites claim their victo 
at Waterford is a vindication of the prif 
ciples they uphold. Inany case it is dime 
to see how the Waterford election can te 
to bring harmony to the counctis of thel 
Parliamentary party. The Parnellites a 
now in a position to dictate terms and it 
safe to say they will not be backward 
doing so. 

DAVITT SURPRISED. 

It is probable that the most surprised m 
in Great Britain and Ireland to-day ts M 
Michael Davitt. He had no more idea ¢ 
being defeated than he had of flying. I 
counted firmly on the full support of tt 
labor vote in adGition to the reguiar vote 
the party, but, contrary to his sanguine ex 
pectations, the labor vote was elther ca 
against him or eise maintained a neutrala 
titude and remained at home 

It wil] be impossible until the effects of th 
unexpected victory have been W elzhed by 
parties, to predict or even guess at its ever 
ual outcome so far as the prospect of Irt 
legislation is concerned. The minds of 
leaders of both Irish factions are at preseq 
too much excited tondmitof anything Mk 
reconciliation. Mr. Dillon, it will be 
membered, announced at W aterford « 
Thursday last, that if Waterford return 
the Parnellite candidate, he (Mr. Dillo 
would be bound to tell his countrymen tl 
there was po longer any hope in consti! 
tional legislation, and that he himself sho 
retire to private life. People are now askin 
themselves if Mr. Dillan willkeep his wor 
and rumor has it that should he do so, oth 
prominent Irish members of Parliament me 
follow hisexample. This, itis added, mig 
pave the way toa reconciliation betweent 
contending factions, and gives birth to t 
hope that the Irish ’arliamentary party 
be reunited in the near future. This bog 
however, is at present only showing a fal 

glimmer on the hortzon. 

Mr. John E. Redmond, the successful 
daidate in the Waterford election, when t 
result was made known, was hoisted up 
the shoulders of his friends and was bo 
about in triumph amid roars of enthusias 
cheering. Finally Mr. Redmond was allow 
to make a speech, during the course of whi¢ 
he said he was certain that the result of t 
election would be recetved with pleasure 
the Irish everywhere. 

Continuing, Mr. Retmond said that he 
gretted that the dead chief, whose h 
was broken with the ingratitude @ 
treachery shown toward him, had pot il 
to see this day. {Loud cheers | 

Mr. Redmond also said: ‘*‘We must ne 
forget this magnificent biow struck in @ 
cauee of Irish independence.’’ 

ALMOST A RIOT. 

Owing to the great excitement that pf 
vailed in the room in which the votes w 
counted the first figures announced were 
accurate, An official recount shows that 
stead of 1,175 votes Mr. Redmond recel 
1,775, making bis majority over Mr. Davitt 
instead of 496 as at first reported. 

The announcement of the official figw 
was followed by ascene of the wildest 
thusiasm. The Parneliites shouted, wa 
their hats and sticks and inevery way ga 
vent totheir jubilant feelings. The Met 
thyites were correspondingly depressed 
their defeat. After quiet had been som 
restored, Mr. Redmond proposed the t 
vote of thanks tothe Sheriff, to whom is 
trusted the task of making the oficial rete 

the election.
